It is hoped in this way to stop tbs 
voluntary and individual attempts to 
relieve famine which prevails In 
many provincial districts. 

In the past half-year and more ths 
shortage of food has become so seri¬ 
ous throughout large areas of the So¬ 
viet Union that desperate methods of 
obtaining bread have been resorted to. 
Moscow and, to a lesser degree, other

In the prevailing atmosphere of gloom In which such people 
surround themselves, they see-growing up a generation of loafers and crim¬ 
inals. Is this a true picture ? If it Is, how can one account for such a highly 
desirable state of things, as reported In the Toronto Globe, that during the 
recent Canadian National Exhibition at Toronto nearly a million and a half 
people/ passed through its gates, and In all that time not one arrest on a major 
charge was made. As the Globe says this is a remarkable record. 

The Globe says further that there were but two fires, and these of no 
great consequence; further evidence of the commonsense care exercised by 
dwellers In what for the time-being was a great city exposed to the dangers 
besetting all densely populated urban areas. There is no evidence In those re¬ 
ports that Canadian people are losing their normal grip; inclined to disregard 
the law and to engage In reckless.

Washington. — Germany formally 
notified the United States that she 
would have to postpone the $7,800,000 
payment which fell due under its debt 
funding agreement, September 30. 

In announcing the postponement. 
Secretary of the Treasury Ogden 
Mills disclosed that on application by 
the German ambassador three months 
ago, he had waived the 90-day notice 
of intention required for such action. 
Provision for waiver on the part of 
the United States was written Into 
the funding treaty. 

Mills said inability to obtain the 
necessary foreign exchange was the 
reason given by Germany for the 
postponement. 

The payment due under the mixed 
claims section of the funding agree¬ 


ment amounts to $4,800,000, and is 
postponed for two years at 5 per cent. 
The American army of occupation 
costs,- accounting for the balance, 
are postponed two and one-half years 
and carry interest at 3% per cent. 

The secretary said no similar situa¬ 
tion has arisen with any of the other 
debtor nations which altogether must 
meet payments of $123,500,000 on 
December 15, unless action is taken 
to postpone them The action of Ger¬ 
many makes a total of $9,052,000 in 
debt payments postponed this year.

NOTES AND COMMENTS 

To upset constituted authority throughout the world is 
the avowed revolutionary aim of the Communist party 
Federal, provincial and right down to the smallest, town 
council this insidious policy is carried on, under the guise 
of fighting for the workers. Even the property 'rights of 
workers would be sacrificed to this policy. There is abun 
dant evidence to substantiate it, in every country where the 
agents of the parly are working under cover, and openly 
where they cau flout the law. 

The several months strike in the Crows Nest Pass was 
carried on not primarily to fight for the miners, but to fur¬ 
nish propaganda on which to base appeals to workers 
throughout Canada. Coal mining camps with their spas 
naodic employment furnish fertile grounds to foment insur¬ 
rection, and the miners union was but a tool in the hands of 
the Communist agents. They used it to suit their well-laid 
plans which were calculated to place the mining companies 
completely in their power. Demands w.ere made which they 
kuew were impossible of being granted, the same as demands 
are being made on governments and local councils. It is 
not settlement which they want; it is revolution, and the 
person who treats these demands with indifference is 
‘asleep at the switch.” 


Citizens and workers who value their possessions which 
have been obtained by long years of toil and thrift should 
be on the alert to combat the destructive tactics of the Work¬ 
ers Unity League. In Russia the small peasant farmer, 
owning his land, was persecuted in order to coerce him into 
collective farming. The W. U. L. draft constitution states: 
‘The Workers Unity League of Canada is the Canadian 
section of the Red International of Labor Unionism, pledged 
to a program of revolutionary struggle for the complete 
overthrow of Capitalism and the setting up of the state 
power of the workers and poor farmers through a Workers’ 
and Farmers’ government.”

Saskatchewan Undertakes Ambitious 
Fruit Growing Campaign 

Hon. J. F. Bryant, K.C., who as 
Saskatchewan’s Minister of Public 
Works in charge of the Institutional 
Farms, has been promoting the cam¬ 
paign of fruit growing in the Prov¬ 
ince, issued this statement to the 
press in connection with the proposed 
fruit-growing campaign and the es¬ 
tablishment of orchards on the Insti¬ 
tutional Farms of the Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment. 

When Mr. J. E. Park was chosen as 
provincial gardener we had had in 
view the matter of promoting the 
growth of fruit in the Province of 
Saskatchewan through the Institu¬ 
tional Farms of the province, and we 
secured a man who is capable of 
carrying out this scheme. We were 
fortunate, indeed, In securing Mr. 
Park in view of his long experience 
in connection with fruit growing work 
in Western Canada. He is a graduate 
, of Manitoba Agricultural College 
where he specialised in horticulture, 
with five years practical experience in 
charge of the fruit orchards at the 
Manitoba College, doing experimental 
work in fruit and during part of the 
time lecturing on fruit growing to the 
diploma class of the Manitoba Agri¬ 
cultural College This work was fol- 
try six months training includ- 
j-Aasrt. breeding with special at- 
fec 3 tci friai! work at the graduates 
fvitneii cit University of Minnesota. 

SFVii-Vwimg this Mr Park put in five 
as assistant superintendent in 
dh*®* off horticultural work at the 
Exjiwntwieotal Farm at Rosthern 
he was in charge of all ex- 
puriBMWlC* sn horticulture and is famil¬ 
iar With fruit growing in all its 
tosawtifees in the prairie provinces. 

The centre of the Saskatchewan 
Geivertuaiqgt fruit-growing campaign 
will be the nurseries on the Parlia¬ 
ment Buildings grounds at Regina, 
where a large acreage is available 
and where in the first instance some 
ten acres will be set aside for the 
nursery as a fruit trial ground. This 
area will be surrounded at once w th 
a caragana hedge wth the trees plant¬ 
ed eighteen inches apart, as they are 
intended to grow tall for a shelter 
belt. Spruce trees and willow cut- 
, tings will also be planted around this 
area in order to get a quick shelter 
belt. The willows will then be re¬ 
moved when the permanent ash, elm 
: and spruce have grown up. A proper 
i shelter belt is the most important 
feature in connection with a fruit 
I orchard on the prairies. 

The orchard space will be divided

point where they reside. 

The work in connection with the 
orchards will not occasion additional 
expense because at most of the Insti¬ 
tutional Farms there are graduates 
of the Agricultural Colleges to take 
charge, and there is plenty of patient 
labor at the Mental Hospitals, and 
jail labor at the jails. 

The Saskatchewan Government has 
between four and five thousand acres 
of land in the Institutional Farms 
with experienced men in charge of 
each farm and we are prepared to try 
out anything in the fruit line for any 
of the nurseries of experimental j 
farms when they have developed some j 
new variety and desire to have it test- j 
ed in different parts of the province. 
We intend as soon as our orchards are ] 
established and our experimental 
work is commenced to reciprocate by 
sending to the nurseries or the Ex¬ 
perimental Farms any new varieties j 
which we may develop. 

We believe that in starting these 
orchards and this experimental work 
as demonstrat on work that we are 
taking a forward step in fruit grow¬ 
ing which will eventually result in the 
growth of fruit of different types on 
the farms in all parts of Saskatch¬ 
ewan. We are therefore asking the Ex¬ 
perimental Farms to give us what 
surplus stock they have of different 
types, and to place us on the list for j 
th’s surplus stock from year to year. , 
We are also getting in touch with Dr. j 
Paterson, Professor of Horticulture at 
the University of Saskatchewan, who j 
has a very large number of seedlings j 
of different kinds on his grounds and 
who has one of the most extensive 
fruit breeding programmes under way 
in Western Canada. Dr. Paterson, 
however, has not enough room at his 
disposal for the planting out of the j 
different types of seedlings in order 
to try them out for fruiting, and we j 
are inviting his oo-operation and wi'l 
endeavor to assist in his work by j 
planting and recording the results of 
the experiments at our different In¬ 
stitutional Farms. 

We are also intending to cultivate 
grapes as these have been grown with 
success in different parts of Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan. This year a grape 
vine in the garden of the Government 
gardener, planted by the former 
Landscape Gardener, Mr. George 
Watt, bore nearly twelve quarts of 
ripe grapes. These grapes were sweet 
and good to eat in addition to being 
excellent for jam and for making 
wine. The seeds of all these grapes 
that ripened this year have been kept 
and are being planted in the nursery 
for the purpose of propagating this 
type Of grape. From Regina they will 
in due course be distributed to the 
Institutional Farms.

All the seed¬ 
lings of thg apples, crabapples and 
all named varieties will be tested out 
for fruit bearing at the Institutional 
Farms, but all budded stock will come 
from Regina. 

The planting of plum pits and rpple 
seeds does not produce trees true to 
, the stock from which they come but 
often develops new and hardy variet¬ 
ies. Every seedling apple, crabapple 
or plum is a new variety. Those com¬ 
ing from good varieties with hardy 
native blood in their veins become 
i hardier as they are moved north by 
' selection. The hardy varieties will
